This defeats the agreed
purpose of TranPaths as a particular USE of the
TranSegs with TranSegs representing the physical
roadway. This normalized view allows the physical
transportation system to be defined once and then used
in any number of ways.
If accepted for Transportation base (Part 7) then the
ripple affect would be to change Rail (Part 7b), Roads
(Part 7c), and Transit (Part 7d) accordingly.
